_Hideyo Noguchi, Japan's famous and 
revered bacteriologist, who at the height 


of a successful career fighting the 
dreaded yellow fever, finally succumbed 
—a vietim. 


Acclaiming the work and endeavor of 
the scientist, Sir Arnold Hodson, at the 
unveiling ceremony, said, “In serving 
mankind he saeriticed his life, and al- 
though his body perished in a far corner 
of West Africa his name and services 
will remain immortal as long as the 
world endures.” 


Born a peasant’s son in an obscure 
Japanese province in 1376, Noguchi lifted 
himself fr 's 


‘a - 
aninsatiatiable thirst-for- 
knowledge until at the age of thirty-seven 
he was honored by kings and nations, 


. 


“Dr Noguchi—_ 


tist later continued his research in the 
Institute laboratories. Four years later 
he was studying at the Staatens Seerum 
Institute at Copenhagen, forming the 
background that would ultimately launch 
him on his phenomenal career. 


Tutensely interested in the cause and 
ultimate cure of  syphitis, Noguchi 
plunged again into intensive research 
that resulted in the publishing of a 
volume on the serum diagnosis of syph- 


. iis. But it wasn’t until 1916 that the 


Japanese scientist began to take an active 
interest in the cause of fever. 


Wherever_yellow fever was, so was 
N hi jor, Mexieo, Peru;- 
Brazil — stamping out the dreaded 
scourge that was claiming thousands of 
lives, Finally he was called to Africa to 
combat an epidemic. Unsatisfied with the 
results: of injecting the yellow fever 
serum in guinea pigs, he became a human 
laboratory and inoculated himself, 

He died a few days tater.-or the 21st 
of May, 1928, saerifieinehimself so that 
humanity would benefit. 

Each of Noguchi's scientific achieve- 
ments would do honor to as many men, 
but the far-reaching results of his -dis— 
coveries that result in the intinite benefit 
to mankind serve as a fitting monument 
that will endure eternally.
